Parsons Memorial Lodge,

This historic area is only accessible by walking.
There are two trails, both flat and both 1/2-mile
long. See the map of Tuolumne Meadows area in
this paper. Historic Soda Springs are small natural-
ly carbonated springs that often attract birds and
deer at sunrise and sunset.

Free Olmsted Point/
Tuolumne/Tioga Pass 
Shuttle Bus
Free shuttle bus service is available during the
summer along the Tioga Road from Olmsted Point
to Tioga Pass. Due to limited trailhead parking,
use of the free shuttle buses is strongly advised. 

Shuttles travel between Tuolumne Meadows
Lodge and Olmsted Point with stops along the
Tioga Road, including Tuolumne Campground
and the Tuolumne Meadows Visitor Center. The
shuttle also makes morning and afternoon runs
to Tioga Pass.

Service begins at Tuolumne Meadows Lodge at
7:00 a.m. Shuttle buses arrive at approximately
30-minute intervals between 8:30 a.m. and 5:30
p.m. The last shuttle bus leaves Olmsted Point at
6:00 p.m. Schedules are subject to change.
Please check route maps at the Tuolumne
Meadows Visitor Center or shuttle bus stops 
for details.

Tuolumne Meadows
Wilderness Center

Allow 11⁄2 hours driving time to reach the grove
from Yosemite Valley. Cars are prohibited beyond
the grove parking lot. The access road to the grove
may close intermittently due to limited parking. 

Trailers are prohibited on the Mariposa Grove Road.
Private vehicles longer than 23 feet may not use this
road during the hours of shuttle operation (see below).

SHUTTLE BUS

A shuttle bus stops at the Wawona Store, South
Entrance, and Mariposa Grove. Visitors may park at
the Wawona Store to board the bus. Shuttles
operate beginning at 9:00 a.m, and the last shut-
tle leaves the grove at 6:00 p.m., or after the last
tour.

Merced Grove
Yosemite's quietest stand of sequoias is the Merced Grove, a group of about
20 trees accessible only on foot. It's a four-mile round-trip hike (about three
hours) into the grove from Big Oak Flat Road (Highway 120 West). Located
31⁄2 miles north of Crane Flat and 41⁄2 miles south of the Big Oak Flat
Entrance, the trailhead is marked by a road sign and post labeled B-10.

Tuolumne Grove
This cluster of about 25 sequoias is near Crane Flat at the intersection
of Big Oak Flat and Tioga roads. The former route of the Big Oak Flat
Road leads downhill from Crane Flat into the grove. Now closed to cars,
this path drops 500 feet (150 meters) in one mile. The trip is moderately
strenuous on the uphill return. Within the Tuolumne Grove there is an
easy, half-mile, self-guiding nature trail.

Explore the Night Sky
One of the great advantages of visiting Yosemite is seeing
the park’s very dark night sky. Celestial features not visible
in many urban areas can be seen here. This month, watch
for Venus—the “evening star”—in the western sky at dusk.
Saturn appears to Venus’ upper left. 

June 17 The crescent Moon, Venus, Saturn, and Regulus
are lined up in the west.

June 21 Summer solstice occurs at 11:06 p.m., when the
Sun is farthest north for the year. This is the longest day 
of the year in the northern hemisphere.
